R. Robert Vyner in Hillary Term, 1683. was Sued by Mr. Edwards, for 20001. Debt up- 
on Bond, many years before that time due; and not appearing thereto, ſuffered him- 
ſelf to be Out-lawed, and a ſpecial Outlawry was Sued out, and Executed , and an In- 
quiſition taken the 3 orb. day of April, 1687. of ſome part of Sir Robert Vyners Eſtate in 
Middleſex; And in Michaelmss Term then following, a Tranſcript thereof was returned into the 
Exchequer, and a Levari ilſued our, and Executed,- at the Charges of Mr. Edwards, and Goods 
Seized thereupon, near enough to ſarisfie the Debt : But before Mr. Edwards could get the Le- 
vari returned, Sir Robert Vyner by the help of the late Lord Chancellour Fefferies, and Mr. 
Robert Brent, obtained a Privy-Seal from the late King Fames, for a Grant of all the Lands and 

Tenements, Goods and Chartels, then Seized or thenafter to be Seized by virtae of the faid 

Outlawry, unto Richard Beauvoyr Eſq, in truſt for the faid Sir Robert. ( the Privy-Seal being 
granted the 14h. of February, 1687. and Mr. Beauvoyr being unacquainted with the Matter, the 
21. of February, 1687. ) And the faid Grant was to hold to Mr. Beauwoyr ſo long as Mr. Edward; 
his Outlawry ſhould remain in force, contrary to:the Ancient uſage of Outlawries, and to the 

Apparent delay and prejudice of Suitors for their juſt Debts: And Mr. Edwards did often intreat 

Sir Fohn Ernle, ( Who was then Chancellour of the Exchequer ) to grant him a Warrant for a 

Leaſe, as is uſtal in ſach Caſes, but could not prevail ; And then Mr. Edwards moved the Court 

of Exchequer, Petitioned the then Lords of the Treaſury, and delivered ſeveral Petitions to the late 

King Fames in Council, but the late Lord Chancellour ( who received Bribes frequently from 

Sir Robert, as will be made plainly to appear ) And Brent / who was under the faid Sir Robert 

Vyners conſtant pay ) always prevented Mr. Edwards his Proceedings; and Sir Robert Vyner and 

his Agents, from time to time received the Rent and Profits of the Eſtate, fo as aforeſaid Seized. 

Now Sir Robert Vyner is Dead, and hath made Thomas Vyner Eſq; and Francis Millington Eſq; 
Executors : But Thomas Vyner Eſq; hath only proved the Will, and hath taken into his Poſſeſſion 
Sir Robert Vyners Eſtate ; And he denies to fatisfie Mr. Edwards, but would have him take 30 /, 

Cent. for the Principal, and the reſt by Aſſignment in the Exchequer, aceording as Sir Roberz 

faath given to his Creditors by his Will, ( Sir Robert having given the Remainder of his Eſtate a- 

mong{t ſeveral Relations, and four Hoſpitals) Although it is but reaſonable but the Creditors 

ſhould be ſatisfied before ſuch Legacies; and if all the Eſtates of Sir Robert, Real and Perſonal 
were diſcovered, it is thought there will be ſufficient, not only to pay them which have already 

Sign'd the Propoſals, their Shares according to the Propoſals, and alſo the other Creditors their 

whole Debts, bura great Overplus will remain. 

Note Mr. Edwards paid tothe King a Fine at firſt upon the Original, and hath been at great 
Charges in this long and tedious ( althongh fruitleſs ) Proſecution, and had received his Money 
torg ſince by the juſt Rules and Methods of the Law, if he had not met with choſe unjuſt Dealings 
and new Pradctiſes ; And ſeveral other Creditors of Sir Roberts got their full Debts by Sueing him, 
and none before were ſtop*d; But the Law which Relieved others, hath been a ſnare only to Mr. 
Edward; ; and if this Grievance is not Redrelſed, and Care taken to prevent it for the Future, no 
Man can be ſafe in Sueing for his juſt Debe ; for the Kings Name in all Civil Actions to the Out- 
lawry is uſed for the Benefit andin Aid of the Party Sueing, who hath always the Benefit of he 
Privy-Seals and Leaſes of all which ſhould at any time be Seized, and none other. 

Sir Robert for the greater Colour of theſe unjuſt delayes and eyaſions, always pretended great 
Loſſes by the late King Charles the 2d. when in truth he was a great Gainer, for he had ſome. 
times I2'per Cent. and never leſs than 101. per Cent. of his faid late Majeſty, and Intereſt often 
caſt up and made Principal : He gained alſo very much by the Subjects, in buying up of Orders 
and Tallies; and when his Accompts were made up, which was to the, x. day of January, 
1676. Sir Robert had above One Hundred Thouſand pounds clear gains, put in that very Accompe 
as will appear by that Accompt; and that Accompt came to Four Hundredand Sixteen Thouſand 
pounds, and Sir Rebert hath Aſſigned all that, ( except Sixty Thouſand pounds, and the Inte- 
reſt thereof from Lady-day, 1683.) for full value, and taken up his Bonds; and as many Cre- 
ditors have ſigned Sir Roberts Propoſals to take 80. per Cent. per Aſſignement, as will take off all 
that; and Sir Robert hath always been more behind with his Creditors for Intereſt than the Ex- 
chequer was with him, whereby his Gains are abſolutely Clear withont Loſs:
